ROOM.

their own. Of course, points most 
tel to Christopher Columbus. 

The Pope at the t time, however, is alone 
empowered to name the candidate for this high honour, 
but the history of the rite shows that originally the 
election was in the hands of the people. 

At the ceremony of canonisation the image of the 
saint is gorgorsly decked and carried in a procession, 
which includes the Pope, cardinals, bishops, and pre- 
lates. When the chapel is reached, the Fope takes his 
seat upon the throne, and receives from those present 
the act of obedience. The master of ceremonies then 
approaches the lower part of the throne, and asks that 

saint’s name be placed in the canon. 

To this the Pope responds that there must be a prayer 
for guidance, and thereupon the Litany of the Saints is 
said. A second time the request is made, and with the 
same result, the only difference being that the “ Veni 
Creator Spiritus ” is substituted for the Litany. 

At the conclusion of this part of the service the 
canonisation is asked for a third and last time, and the 
Pope then solemnly names the candidate as worthy, 
and decrees him as deserving 2 place in the canon, also 
fixing the day to be set apart in his honour. The pro- 
thonotary is summoned to call the congregation as wit- 
nesses to the decree. and this is followed by the singing 
of the “Te Deum Laudamus.” 

The canonised saint’s name is hereafter used in the 
confiteor and oration, and then follows the absolution 
and blessing. At the offertory there is a curious 
| custom of Inying symbolic gifts upon the altar. The 
' first cardinal presents a large wax candle, which is fol- 
' lowed by an offering of two turtle doves in a golden 
‘ eage; the second cardinal then advances, bearing two 
| large loaves of bread, one gilt and the other silvered, 
, and the next gift is one live dove in a silver cage; the 
' third cardinal presents two tiny gold flasks of wine, and 
' after that a large, gaily-decorated cage filled with live 

birds of all sorts is placed upon the altar. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony, the Pope, attended 
by the procession, retires to his chambers for prayerand 
meditation. : 

It is the custom to bestow on the canonised saint 
some new and especially characteristic name, ard as 
there is already a St. Christopher on the calendar. it is 

ible that in the canonisation of Columbus this may 

done. But it is a curious fact that the name 
Christopher means the“ bearer of Christ,” and in the 
present instance no more appropriate title could be 
chosen for the man who ronaht the creed of Christ to 
America. The St. Christopher of the present canon is 
by an odd coincidence the patron saint of mariners.

THE TRAMP’S NURSERY. 


THE army of tramps in America numbers nearly 
50,000 male ns, eleven-twelfths of them under fifty 
ears old. Five-sixths of them are able-bodied, three- 
ourths have trades or occupations requiring skill, and 
more than nine-tenths of them can read and write. 

This body of adult males bears no public burdens, 
while it costs the souniey, by the most careful computa- 
tion 21,600,000 to £2,000,000 a year ; nearly one-half the 
cost of the navy, and more than one-fifth that of the army. 

These idle men are withdrawn from family ties, and 
have a most demoralising effect upon the communities 
that they infest. They are a source of the spread of 
contagious diseases, which should be checked as far as 
possible by the regulations of law. Only nineteen of 
the forty-four States of the Union have tramp laws. 
The penalty for being a tramp ranges from three days 
i rany fis years in‘a State prison, and there is an 
endless variety of fines. :

SLIDING ON A CAKE OF ICE. 


Ruip1ne@ downhill on a cake of ice would not seem to 
us very amusing, except, perhaps, to the spectators, who 
might enjoy it as a sort of frozen tub race. Asa matter 
of fact, however, a cake of ice in the hands of a Russian 
boy will make a very good and rapid sled. He saws out 
a block that is longer than it is thick, and high enough 
to make a comfortable seat. 

Then he scoops out a hollow like a saddle a little way 
behind the middle of the upper surface, and upholsters 
it with straw or rags. It is then ready for its first trip 
downhill, and if the rider is skilful he will make very 
good time on it. 

But carrying it back to the top of the incline would 
be too hard work even fora Russian boy, and pushing 
it up hill would be almost as bad. A clever lad once 
thought of a better way, and all other boys have copied 
him ever since.

FINES INFLICTED ON RAILWAY 
SERVANTS. 


THe line on which the fining system is carried toa 
ater extent than with any other company is the 
nchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire. In the working 

locomotives department the fines inflicted range from 
about £5 to £15 in one week. But in justice to the 
company, it is only right to state that the men have 
many more privileges in the way of travelling, etc.. 
than is the case with men who are in the employment of 
other lines. 

My informant was once fined £1 10s. for pussiny 
a signal when it stood at danger, though he adheres tuo 
the statements he made at the time to the effect that 
the si was at “clear” until he got close to it, und 
then the si: blocked the line, not allowing him u 
sufficient distance in which to stop the train. 

The same man had been fined on several other oce:- 
sions. Once he was three minutes behind time in 
arriving at his destination. For this he was “ docked” 
to the sum of 10s.; for colliding slightly with an engine 
mulcted him in a further penalty of £2 5s., and £1 for 
running against a stop-block. 

The rule on this line is that every man who runs his 
engine past the signal when at danger must Le fined £5, 
that is, of course, provided the occurrence is reported to 
the proper authorities. For serious offences as much aa 
£10 and £20 have been stopped from a man’s pay, the 
men choosing rather to pay the amount than run the 
risk of being disinissed by raising any objection. 

The London and North Western Railway publishes 
lists of fines in the various departments. Though not 
so heavy as with the company mentioned above, they are 
quite severe cnough. . : 

On this lize if a man runs his engine past a signal at 
danger, if reported, le has to submit toa fine of £1, while 
for smoking on duty the penalty is 2s. 6d. Drivers also 
have to be careful how they manage their engines so far 
as emitting smoke and steam is concern If they 
forget themselves so far as to let off a dense cinoke 
from the engines while in a station, or blow off steam, 
they are fined. 

Midland railway employés ave fined 1s. if they are 
found smoking while on duty. If the same offence is 
reported again the fine is 2s. 6d., while the third time 
brings alout dismissal. 

Engine-drivers who run past the signal at danger 
only have to forfeit a day's pay, and for baing the worse 
for drink while at work they are suspended for fourteen 
days.

We can leave out the most familiar attraction of all— 
namely, the influence called gravitation, because most 
of the easier and more interesting of gravitation ex- 

D _were described in one of the earlier articles 
in this series. 

The word attraction is rather often misused, in the 
compound “capillary attraction,” for the tendency of 
fluids to force their way, even up-hill, through very tine 
tubes. It is not really any attracting power in the tube 
that causes this to happen; the surfuce-tension (as it is 
called) of the fluid is the operative force. Water 
acte, as we saw a week or two ago, as if it had akind of 
elastic skin, and it is the elasticity of this skin that 
draws water up a fine tube.

We know how anything that floats on water will, on being 
lifted from the surface, cause quite a splash, owing to 
some of the water clinging to it; and we have on more 
than one occasion seen the effects produced by the 
curious property of surface-tension that water possesses. 
These recollections will make it easier for us to under- 
stand the following experiment.
